SUBJECT

A request by Emery Viotho / Mini Max for a Minor Use Permit/Coastal Development Permit to allow a remodel
and a 177 square foot addition to an existing restaurant to allow for handicapped accessibility, the demolition
of two attached apartments of 2,782 square feet and construction of two attached 6,004 square foot two story
motel/ivacation rental units. The project will result in the disturbance of approximately 4,000 square feet of an
approximately 6,000 square foot parcel. The proposed project is within the Commercial Retail land use
category and is located at 49 Ocean Avenue, at the northwest corner of Ocean and Pacific Avenues in the
community of Cayucos. The site is in the Estero planning area.
